tendance has taken such a Jump that 
it le necessary for him to advertise 
in the newepapers asking patrons to 
attend the matinees wherever pos- 
sible to avoid the traffic congestion 
in front of the theater at night.

Talkies Oust Musicians 
In Indianapolis Houses 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 22.-—With only 
one first-run morie iIeft in the city 
combining presentation acts and a stage 
band, the local musicians’ union is 
fecling the advent of sound films 
Dozens of musicians have been Iet out 
and there is no immediate prospect of 
their being taken back 

Tn the last few weeks the Apollo Thes- 
ter, which had a pipe organ’ player and 
a large orchestra, went in for the talkies 
entirely, diamissing all but the pipe 
organist. who is working half time. The 
Circle Theater, with a Jarge symphony 
orchestra and a pipe organist, let all 
hands ¢@o. The Palace Theater is con- 
templating the same thing. The Ohio 
Theater closed a few weeks ago to 
Install the new equipment and its or- 
chestra is at liberty. 


Cantor Breaks Record 
At Marbro, Chicago 


CHICAGO, Sept. 24—All records for 
attendance at the Marbro Theater were 
broken last week by Eddie Cantor, the 
house playing practically to capacity al! 
week, four shows a day, and extra mid- 
night performance Wednesday. 


Talkies Add $500 Week to Nut 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 22.—It is estimated 
that sound pictures add $500 a week to 
the nut of local theaters, owing to union 
labor demands. About 25 houses In this 


territory are now equipped for talkies. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Launching the 
most drastic and far-reaching piece of 
legislation since its foundation. Actors’ 
Equity Association, at a general merting 
held Friday in the Hotel Astor. took the 
agency evil in hand Henceforth all 
agencies doing business with Equity 
members must be licensed by that asso- 
ciation. Furthermore, they will be lim- 
ited to a charge of 5 per cent for 10 
weeks and no more. Such action was 
adopted unanimously by the 868 mem- 
bers present. It becomes effective Oc- 
tober 9 

For several years now the association, 
under the guidance of Frank Gillmore, 
executive secretary: Paul N. Turner. 
counsel, and Pau) Dullzell, assistant 
executive secretary, has been devoting 
intensive study to the agency problem, 
which has grown to be a major evil of 
the show business. Flaunted by the 
State laws, which allowed agents to 
escape the limitations governing em- 
ployment agencies by posing as “artists’ 
representatives”, Equity has been forced 
to act on its own behalf. 


Starting then a week from Tuesday 
all casting agents must have a permit 
from Equity to engcare members or send 
Equity members to managers. This per- 
mit specifically states that the arent 
shall not charge the actor more than 5 
per cent for 10 weeks for any engace- 
ments he may obtain. This also in- 
cludes vaudeville and motion pictures. 
insofar as they concern Equity members. 
In other words, there is no loophole 
whereby the agent may make more than 
5 per cen* by offering Equity people for 
vaudeville and film engagements. The 
association has no jurisdiction whatso- 
ever over people outside the association 
and licensed agents doing business with 
those outside the membership may 
exceed the 5 per cent fee. 

The entire ruling is so linked up be- 
tween the actors, the managers and the 
agents that there is little possible means 
of evasion. At the same time it holds 
ample protective measures for each. In 
order to legislate on the agency problem 
it was first necessary to amend the

Casting Offices Line Up 
: To Fight Equity Ruling 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—Led by Murray 
Phillips and Jenie Jacobs, of the Jenie 
Jacobs-Willie Edelstein office, casting 
agents, the New York agencies are lining 
up their forces in an attempt to fore- 
stall the legislation against them by 
Actors’ Equity Association, unanimously 
passed last Friday at a genera? meeting. 

Tentative proposals were put forward 
for a conference this week to form an or- 
ganization. It is the object of these 
arents to seek an arbitration of the 
question. Frank Gillmore, executive sec- 
retary of Equity, has definitely asserted 
that the Association will under no cir- 
cumstances consider such a thing. Fur- 
ther proposals hinged on taking action 
in court, charging restraint of trade on 
the part of Equity. 

That Equity is solid in its stand and 
will not relent, is indicated In a state- 
ment of Gillmore: 

“If by any chance the new arrange- 
ment should fail, and I do not see how 
it can, then we will have no choice but

to abolish all agencies and do all book- 
ing thrw the organization. We wish to 
live and let live. We have no desire to 
take on the work that would be involved, 
but we are going to protect our mem- 
bers. 

“But that chance is most remote. Per- 
sonally, I do not believe any considerable 
number of reputabie agents will try to 
fight us. I do not think they will be 
that foolish. 

“Fhe plan has been carefully, pain- 
fully worked out. There is and can be 
no question of our right as a group to 
say who we will work with. Unfortu- 
nately the law has not protected us. Now 
we are determined to protect ourselves 
within the law. 

“As a matter of cold fact, agents and 
everybody else connected with the pro- 
fession were consulted in the working 
out of the plan, by which Equity des- 
ignates those thru whom its members 
may book in return for their agreement

Official Returns 


DETROIT. Sept. 24—Kidnaped from 
his office by four armed men last 
Wednesday, Max Ruben, business agent 
and secretary of the Motion Picture 
Operators’ Union of Detroit, returned 
unharmed at 3 o’clock Sunday morning, 
Ray W. Gagnon, president of the union, 
stated Sunday 

Ruben was kidnaped by four armed 
men from his office Wednesday evening 
The office is on the eighth floor of the 
Hofman Building. Ruben was taken 
out while several other persons were 
forced to face the wall. The elevator 
man did not know that anything un- 
usual was taking place when the bandits 
and Ruben were taken downstairs 


According to Ray Gagnon, president 
of the union, the kidnaping was be- 
lieved to be motivated by ransom. Sev- 
eral weeks ago Ruben boasted that the 
treasury contained $400,000. Ruben is 
highly valued on account of his suc- 
cessful management of business affairs. 
Members presented him with an auto- 
mobile three weeks ago. 

President Gagnon, in his statement, 
says Ruben was held captive at a place 
not more than five miles from the citv 
limits. He was released without pay- 
ment of a cent of ransom, his abductors 
evidently having abandoned hope of 
securing it.

It was purchased some time 
azo by Mills, the restaurant man, of 
Columbus, O., and to date he has had at 
least three offers from theatrical people 
who want to open the house, but he has 
given them no defin nite answer and the 
house continues to Me idle. 

An offer of $50 000 a year rental wes 
recei ved f from a motion picture man, and 
burlesque interests offered $52,000 a year. 
This means a daily loss of nearly $150 to 
the owner, and local theatrical men can’t 
ficure it cut. Mills is said to de un- 
favorably disposed toward burlesque, but 
is not known to disapprove of movies.

And Cohan in Chicago 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22-—J. J. Shubert, 
Florenz Ziegfeld and George M. Cohan 
all were visitors in Chicago this week, 
along with several other theatrical 
notables. 

Shubert arrived Tuesday to arrange 
for the premiere of The Red Robe at 
the Majestic Theater. It is his inten- 
tion, he stated, to give Chicago other 
premieres later in the season. He also 
inspected the Olympic Theater, which 
is being rebuilt, and the site of the pro- 
posed new Shubert theater on Wacker 
drive. 

Ziegfeld also had something to say re- 
garding the theater he proposes to build 
here and indicated that it is a certainty. 
Three sites are being considered, and it 
is probable that one will be decided 
upon and the deal closed early in Oc- 
tober when Ziegfeld returns for the 
opening here of Rio Rita. The house 
will represent an investment of $3,000,- 
000 and will seat 1,700. It is to be 
devoted to musical offerings, but the 
incorporation of sound-proof walls and 
other equipment for talking pictures 
suggests that Ziegfeld intends to pro- 
duce sound pictures here. 

Ziegfeld came here primarily in con- 
nection with putting the finishing 
touches on Whoopee, the new show in 
which Eddie Cantor and Ruth Etting, 
local.girl, will appear. Walter Donald- 
son, composer; Gus Kahn, lyric writer, 
and William Anthony McGuire, author, 
also have been here all week working on 
Whoopee. 

Cohan was in the city in connection 
with the departure of his three shows, 
Elmer the Great, By Request. and 
Whispering Friends, all of which close 
their engagements here tonight. 


In Florida Storm 


Publix Houses it in West Palm 
Beach Suffer Most—Jackson- 
ville Beach Hit 


JACKSONVILLE, Sept. 22.—All theaters 
in West Palm Beach suffered more or 
less damage in the storm early this week, 
according to information received at the 
district supervisor's office of the Publix 
Theaters here. Inasmuch as the teie- 
graph office at West Palm Beach was 
wrecked and miles of lines put out of 
business, the extent of the damage has 
not been learned. The Publix Corpora- 
tion operates the Stanley, Beaux Arts, 
Garden, Kettler and Paramount. The 
Oakley, at Lake Worth, also operated by 
Publix, was damaged considerably. The 
only other Publix house in the State 
suffering from the storm is the Grand, at 
Winter Haven, tho not to @ great extent. 
There was no damage at all in Tampa, 
Miami and St. Petersburg. 


Jesse Clark, district supervisor for 
Florida, who was attending a convention 
of Publix officials in New York when the 
storm hit the East Coast, caught a train 
back to Florida immediately, and has 


* gone to West Palm Beach. 


The 60-mile gale that struck Jackson- 
ville Beach damaged the new roller 
coaster conipleted by Miller & Rose a 
few months ago. Other damage at the 
resort was slight. 


Barry and Girls Escape Storm 


BOSTON, Sept. 24—Jack Barry, one 
of the sufferers by the worst West Indian 
hurricane in history, has reason to be- 
lieve “it might have been worse” for 
him. Barry, now a resident of Somer- 
ville, Mass., was to have sailed September 
13 with 14 diving girls for the de- 
vastated district. A wire from his partner 
in Porto Rico delayed the departure of 
Barry's party. 


Erlanger Grand, Cin’ti, Reopens 


The Grand Opera House, Cincinnati, 
reopened September 24, after being re- 
modeled and brought up to date at a 
cost said to be approximately $200,000, 
with Rio Rita as the first of the road 
shows booked for the 1928-"29 season. In 
honor of A. L. Erlanger, who became the 
ownrer in 1920, the house reopened as the 
Erlanger Grind Opera House. For 55 
years this theater has been one of the 
ranking amusement houses of the Middle 
West, and one of the principal theaters 
of Cincinnat!. 


In February, 1901, the old theater was 
burned to the ground, the new house 
constructed on the site being opened in 
September, 1902. For a quarter of a cen- 
tury it was a key house of the Klaw & 
Erlanger chain. The improvements made 
pertain largely to the interior, all fur- 
nishings, draperies and much of the stage 
equipment “being new. Ceiling murals 
have been restored to their original 
beauty, and elegantly furnished lounge 
rooms for women and men provided. 
Milford Unger, 20 years connected with 
the Grand, continues as manager.

The Big Fight is one of those side 
shows of the theater that come alonz 
every So Often, with oniy the freakish 
nature of their being to recommend 
them. This one has a sole selling argu- 
ment only because it employs Jack 
Dempsey and Estelle Taylor. Without 
them no producer would even consider 
it as of Broadway timber. 

Here ts strong argument against such 
peneral statements as “The play's the 
thing.” Frankly, in this case, it is not. 
In fact, it is such a hackneyed, bogus 
and cheap potboiler that the less said 
about it the better. However, if there 
is any insistence that the nature of 
the story be unfolded, a resume may be 
found in The Billboard for September 
8 in the review of Ringside. The two 
Plays are so similar in structure that 
there is good ground for smelling a 
conspiracy. One difference is outstand- 
ing, the Gene Buck play is intelligently 
Written. The Big Fight is not. 

Certainly the play is no credit to the 
talents of Milton Herbert Gropper and 
Max Marcin. It is of such stereotyped 
Proportions that most anyone, with 
some slight grasp of dramaturgy, could 
have done as well blindfolded. No worse 
Glalog is to be heard in New York. To 
Gescribe it as repetitious is only to go 
half way. Several of the characters re- 
peat lines three or four times. It is 
by no means a true picture of the big- 
time fighter. 

Now and then there ts a relieving note 
in this sterile play. These are due to 
the expert hand of David Belasco, whose 
deft realism has held the production 
from dropping to the category of awful. 
The direction is seen to best advantage 
in the opening scene, a Times Square 
barber shop, and in the last act, the 
Gressing rooms and then the fight it- 
Self. The latter scene saves the play, and 
the two-round fight which Dempsey 
koes thru is the only possible excuse 
for seeing the play. It is a more 
thrilling fight than that offered in 
Ringside, thanks to the earnest work 
Of Dempsey himself. 

The box-office angle is the only one 
IN considering The Rig Fight. Dempsey 
and Miss Taylor undoubtedly have tre- 
mendous drawing power, but whether or 
Hot even that factor can overcome the 
hopeless entertainment with which they 
are burdened remains to be seen. The 
Production tg slated for a limited Broad- 


way run of four weeks. Undoubtedly 
both producers and public will find 
That ample, 


Let it be said here and now that both 
Stars do everything within their power 
to help matters, altho neither is blessed 
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with great acting ability. Dempsey, 
however, is better than might be ex- 
pected. He handles lines in a highly 
registered monotone that belies his 
physical appearance, and, tho there is 
little quality in his voice, he is blessed 
with a perfect enunciation that puts 
to shame some of the more experienced 
players in the company. It is the per- 
sonality of the man that dominates the 
audience, Simple, honest and shy, he is 
Mever anything but himself. That ‘s 
the most lasting impression drawn from 
The Big Fight. 

Miss Taylor is less impressive. Pretty 
and personable, she is possessed of a 
dry, monotonous-speaking voice that 
places her under a severe handicap. She 
is completely lost in the spoken drama, 
altho it is not difficult to see that she 
may be gifted with emotional pantomimic 
talents, suitable to the screen 

The balance of the cast, far too long 
for individual mention, offers little to 
get excited over, altho two roles are 
exceptionally well handled. The acting 
honors of the evening most certainly go 
to Arthur R. Vinton as a crooked 
gambler. Fis moments on the stage are 
a distinct relief to the many crudities 
that surround him. Billie McManus 
also is good and succeeds in being be- 
lievable as a no-good ~youth. Jaek 
Roseleigh makes the most of his part 
as the champ.’s manager and ditto for 
Owen Martin as the contender’s handler. 
The other parts are no more than bits. 

Joseph Wickes has succeeded admir- 
ably with the settings, the dressing room 
locale In the third act and the arena 
itself, in the same, being particularly 
well adapted to the play.

The New Moon is a gem that bids 
fair to shine brilliantly for many 
months. Broadway hardly can expect 
much better in the line of operetta this 
season. It is a gorgeous, lavish and 
melodious feast that will satisfy the eye 
and the ear of the most fastidious play- 
goer. Schwab & Mandel have exceeded 
themselves in this production. More 
power to them. They will be rewarded. 

In these days of hackneyed musical 
shows with their brassy music, gaudy 
costumes and squeaky voices, The New 
Moon is very much out of the crdinary. 
Always intelligent, mildly amusing and 
mounted in excellent taste, it is the best 
thing in its line that New York has to 
offer. Undoubtedly it still will be when 
the warm months roll around. 

If paradoxes hold value there may be 
some truth in venturing an opinion 
that this production is so uniformly de- 
lightful that there is nothing to be de- 
scribed as Outstanding. In other words, 
there is no single feature that pre- 
dominates, unless it is the satisfying and 
altogether unordinary experience that 
one has spent a genuinely entertaining 
evening. What better recommendation 
can any show have? 

The book in itself is logical, intelli- 
gent and interesting: that alone is a fact 
worthy of note. Based on a historical 
incident of the 18th century, it is a 
closely knit fabric that makes few com- 
promises and seldom deviates from the 
true’ line of its locale. The lyrics also 
are cf high caliber, closely atune to the 
ultra-romantic book and the sirupy 
quality of the music. 

The New Moon has no outstanding 
song hits, and the score, while tuneful 
and light, is almost uniform in texture. 
Surprising to state, however, this is no 
weakness and, in fact, may even be con- 
Sidered an asset. A score of popular 
proportions has taken the heart out of 
more than one smash hit. Romberg de- 
Serves great credit for his contribution 
and, tho it holds little of distinction, it 
is considerably above par. He is at his 
best in a stirring march song, Stout- 
Hearted Men. Lover, Come Back to Me, 
however, seems destined to strike the 
most popular chord. As far as the solo 
mumbers are concerned, So/tly, as in a 
Morning Sunrise, is the most outstand- 
ing. It holds a really lovely melody 
based on a tango theme. Other impres- 
sive numbers are Marianne. The Gir! on 
the Prow, One Kiss and Wanting Yo. 
Whatever weaknesses the Romberg music 
may hold they have been shrouded in 
the excellent orchestrations of Emil 
Gerstenberger and Alfred Goodman. 
Here’s suggesting that other Broadway 
producers get up a theater party to hear 
them. 

But all in all, The New Moon im- 
presses most as that lamb among wolves, 
a fine singing show. Beautiful choruses, 
both male and female, all with excellent 
voices and fine appearance, perme- 
ate the production with an air of refine- 
ment. We suspect that Romberg and 
Alfred Goodman, an exceptional con- 
ductor, are responsible for these. If so, 
hats off to them. They deserve a rising 
vote of thanks from Broadway musical 
addicts. 

The humor in the show is not of 
the kind that draws guffaws, but it 
always is amusing. To have spread it 
on more thickly would not have 
strengthened the production. Most of it 
is vested in Gus Shy, a comedian who 
succeeds in drawing chuckles with his 
none too brilliant chatter and is far 
funnier when shaking his nimble feet. 
Tt is a defect of this end of the show 
that such an excellent comedienne as 
Esther Howard should be given so little 
to do. An artist in her line, she could 
spruce matters up considerably if given 
half a chance and any sort of material. 
Marie Callahan is dainty and sweet. 
Cuteness is her main attribute. 

Bobby Connolly has done a fine job 
with the dances. Always within the 
Wmits allowed by the script. he has 
conceived several mass movements and 
stage pictures that are among the high- 
lights of the show. This goes in par- 
ticular for the finale to scene 1, act IT, 
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and the handling of the dances for 
Gorgeous Alexander, led by Shy and Miss 
Callahan early in the first ect. 

If the producers ever havo any dif- 
ficulties with billing squabbles we 
would suggest that they settle them by 
putting the names of Charles LeMaire, 
designer of the costumes, and Donald 


Oenslager, ditto of the settings, in big. 
broad type. Never in the memory of the

If they 
show a tendency to overdo in their 
gestures, mannerisms and handling of 
lines, it can easily be overlooked. Miss 
Herbert and Halliday are the most 
serious offenders in this way, but on 
the whole, their performance is excel- 
lent. Singing is their forte. That fact 


makes this show. Seldom does a single 
production feature three such 
O’Neal is a tenor of whom more certainly 
will be heard. His one number, Softly, 
as in a Morning SuMrise, is the outstand- 
ing vocal achievement of the show. 

Max Figman handles a straight dra- 
matic part with finesse and distinction 
and is a strong plank in putting over 
this musical. Lyle Evans makes the 
most of his part, as does Edward Nell, 
Jr. The latter also has an excelient 
voice that could stand more working. 
Pacie Ripple, Earle Mitchell, Daniel 
Barnes, Alga Albani, Herman Belmonte, 
Edith Sheldon, Thomas Dale and Lester 
Dorr do well in their minor roles.

He thereupon claimed two weeks’ salary 
under the provision of the Equity con- 
tract which provides that when the serv- 
ices of a player are contracted for 60 
days before the commencement of re- 
hearsals the probationrry period will be 
removed the contract 

Pollock, however, alleged that there 
was a special agreement between himself 
and Martin whereby the latter agreed to 
waive the provision in the contract 
striking out the probationary peri 
Martin acknowledged that there had 
been such an arrangement, but con- 
tended that he had made it with the 
understanding that Pollock and his di- 
rector, Richard Bolesaveky, were to give 
him full opportunity to perform in the 
part and to help him to the fullest ex- 
tent of thelr powers. He claimed that 
they did not carry out that part of the 
agreement and that his tryout was 80 
short that there was no attempt to aid 
him in his necessary preparation 

Equity urged particularly that the 
contract signed was a minimum form 
contract and that no actor or manager 
had any right to vary the terms which 
would give the,actor less than the mini- 
mum requirements.

The former has expanded its schedule 
to such an extent that it has acquired a 
third playshop for the season. This Is 
the Martine Beck Theater, which wil] be 
opened under Guild management Decem- 
ber 1. Aitho Martin Beck will continue 
to keep his office in the house and take 
an active interest in its maintenance. 
the lease is for many years. The transac- 
tion was carried out because the Guild 
schedule will imclude seven instead of 
the customary six plays, due to the fact 
that Sil-Vara's Playing at Love, which 
was originally set for last year, will be 
given this season. 

Eva LeGallienne has progressed so far 
with her plans for the Civic Repertory 
Theater that the complete casts for 
the first two attractions have been com- 
pleted. She has also planned the first 
week's repertory.

BOSTON, Sept. 22.—Three orchestras, 


one with 12 planists, are reporting each 


night at the Tremont Theater, but the dozen piano pounders don't work at all. 


Two orchestras are featured in Just a Minute. 
It would cost more still to make them work 


The third just draws a salary. 
Local No. 9, of the A. F. of M., is 


responsible for this strange situation. Count Berni Vici and his Symphonic Girls, 


who belong to a New York local of the 
Musicians’ Union, and Peek-a-Boo Jimmie 
and his Colored Band were both engaged 
for Just a Minute, 

H. C. Greene, or Morris & Greene, pro- 
ducers, told a Billboard representative 
that his firm signed contracts June 5 for 
the Tremont Theater, calling for pay- 
ment of five local musicians, the regular 
staff carried by the theater. 

On September 7, while the show was 
playing at the Court Square Theater, 
Springfield, word came thru the Erlanger 
New York office that a new Boston mu- 
sicians’ union rule, which went into ef- 
fect Labor Day, called for a six-four 
ratio of local musicians to the number 
earried with a show, and that this ruling 
overruled previous contracts. It was too 
late to change the booking, and the show 
moved into’ Boston September 10 for its 
showing prior to Broadway, got good 
notices, but is suffering from the finan- 
cial handicap of having to pay a third 
extraneous orchestra. This situation 
means cutting the engagement from 
eight weeks to three or four weeks, ac- 
cording to Greene. 

Forced to comply with what they con- 
sider an outrageous demand, and with- 
out due notice, Morris & Greene called 
for a rehearsal of the local musicians 
they were forced to hire. The union had 
said it would supply a girls’ band as well 
as not, but when the group arrived for 
some instrumentation practice, there 
were 12 piano players out of 22 girl mu- 
sicians and 5 men to complete the re- 
quired total of 27. The Berni Vici Girls 
number 18. 

The producers would like to make use 
of the talent they are paying for, but to 
use this thied “orchestra” with its 12 
Piano players, as ballyhoo or in the 
fobby, or to use the five men in cos- 
tume in the pit with the Berni Vici out- 
fit, would cost that much extra, and they 
feel as if they are being stuck more than 
sufficiently as it is. So the 27 extras are 
only required to report backstage at 8, 
9:30 and 10:50 p.m., and at corresponding 
hours on matinee days, in order to draw 
their pay. ( 

Leonard Bergman, of the Erlanger New 
York offie, came to Boston to try to al- 
leviate the situation. The matter is also 
being taken up with the New York head- 
quarters of the musicians.

The split between Johnson and Lowen- 
steln comes at @ time when their firm 
faces an exceedingly bright future. Sev- 
eral months ago Johnson & Lowenstein. 
Inc, was granted a K-A-O franchise, this 
superseding their franchise with the Pan- 
tages office, According to present ar- 
rangementa, Johnson will retain the bic- 
time franchise, continuing to operate 
in this respect as heretofore. A report, 
which seems well founded, is that Lowen- 
stein, now rated as an unattached 
artistes’ representative. will rejoin the 
ranks of agents doing business with 
the Pantages office. 

In a statement to The Billboard John- 
son said that the break in business rela- 
tions with Lowenstein will not in any 
way affect his field of activity. He will 
continue to do business exclusively with 
the K-A-O office, retaining his foreien 
contacts with Daniel Mayer, Ltd. Lon- 
don: Audiffred.

Clyde W. Ennis, of Fair Park, Birming- 
ham, Ala., has sent The Biliboard the 
tcllowing letter of praise for a group of 
performers who recently co-Operated in a 
local benefit for the fire department: 

“The officials of Fair Park feel that 
we would be recalcitrant in our obvious 
duty if we failed to acquaint you with 
an incident of unusual patriotism and 
good fellowship recently enacted in 
Birmingham by the artistes playing at 
the Alabama, Loew's and the Ritz. It 
was the occasion of a festival given at 
Fair Park for the benefit of the Birming- 
ham Fire Department band. The series 
of entertainments included a proposed 
‘midnight revue wherein all of the vaude- 
ville houses were to be asked to lend 
some of their acts, making up thereby 
one of the most extensive vaudeville 
entertainments ever projected in this 
part of the country. 

“The idea was for Vic Ince, of the 
Alabama, guest conductor, to act as 
master of ceremonies and to combine 
into one gigantic bill those who ap- 
peared during that week at all of the 
theaters. Chief J. L. Akin, of the fire 
department, who is a great friend of the 
players’ profession, called on the man- 
agers of the various theaters and placed 
his case before them. The result was 
that every theater manager, ‘Vfc’ and 
every vaudeville act booked in this town 
for that week stepped forward and 
graciously and agreeably volunteered to 
take part in the revue. The acts in- 
cluded (from the Alabama): Vic Ince, 
guest conductor, and hig orchestra; Ber- 
nard and Henry, Mills and Shay, John 
Trallkill, the Guild Dancers From 
Loew's: Raymond Wilbert, the LaRettas 
Lillian Norton, Sergeant Franklin and 
the Dolor and Borger Revue. From the 
Ritz: Countess Sonia, Toney and Norman, 
Six Galenos, LeVan and Doris, Carl Dobbs 
and Company. 

“In order to fully appreciate this beau 
geste, it is necessary to point out that 
these men and women played four shows 
per day in the most stifling heat that 
Alabama has known for years; they were 
wilted to a feather, yet when it came 
to a matter of assisting a department 


they did not know, in a city in which 
they could have little if any interest, not 
one man jack of them falled to measure 
up 100 per cent in agreeable patriotism. 
On the night in question it began to 
rain about 9 o'clock and these actors 
and actresses held themselves subject 
to @ call to travel several miles to a 
fairgrounds in the rain and appear with- 
out cost in a revue after the grueling 
work of a heated day. And it was only 
at 10:20 o'clock that Chief Akin regret- 
fully telephoned Vic Ince that due to 
the rain, he would not ask the boys 
and girls to carry on. 


“It is within the memory of many 
of us that the profession of the stage 
was looked upon in @ majority of cases 
@s a class of persons contributing solely 
to themselves and selling their wares 
to other groups without consideration 
of the tactful things of life; again those 
of us who were unacquainted with the 
everage actor or actress looked upon he 
or she as @ person cloaked in some 
raiment that we were reluctant to touch. 
In other words, the best people did not 
care to be familiar with the profession 
of the stage. Happily this has been 
removed in recent years by the magnifi- 
cent strides the stage has made towards 
those lasting things which contribute 
to the cultural and ethical progress of 
society. At this time one cannot recall 
any circle wherein Otis Skinner, or 
George Arliss. or Miss Barrymore, or Miss 
Norton, or Vic Ince, or Madeline Mc- 
Mehon or scores of others would be un- 
welcome or wherein they would not feel 
perfectly ip place and at home. To my 
mind the most weighty contribution to 
the amicable and sometimes affectionate 
relationship existing now between thx 
laymer. and the profession of the stage 
is traceable to the magnificent gestures 
guch as this one above referred to by 
men and women of the stage. 


“Major Charlies F. Rhodes, that veteran 
of many trials and much travail in the 
profession, remarks that hie years in 
the business have taught him this los- 
son: That in all seasons the actor and the 
actress plays weil hig or her part.”

For K-A-O Time 


All Greater New York Houses 
Change on Oct. 7—First in 
Section 


NEW YORE, Sept. 24.—All the K-A-O 
and Proctor houses in Greater New York. 
including the Palace and Hippodrome, 
go into a Sunday opening for the first 
time on Sunday, October 7. This em- 
braces not only the full-week houses. 
but those changing bills twice weekly 
as well, and with all of the other houses 
in K-A-O starting shows on the Sabbath. 
where vaudeville is permitted on this 
day, the policy will be uniform after 
this date 

In split-week houses the bill will start 
on Sunday and close on™” Wednesday, 
making the first half the longest half 
of the week 

An order has gone out to the man- 
agers of the Greater New York houses, 
which embraces New Jersey, Westchester 
County and Long Island cities, to im- 
mediately make announcement of the 
change in policy, running trailers that 
are being sent out this week. The man- 
agers have been advised that the last 
half of the week of October 1, closing 
Saturday, October 6, will be under this 
new policy. 

Altho the big picture houses have for 
some time started their shows on ESat- 
urday, all of the vaudeville houses in 
this section have continued opening the 
new shows on Monday. KE-A-O houses 
will be the first in the vaudeville class 
to make the change and thru it is ex- 
pected to add competition for Loew, Fox 
and other vaudeville operators, 

Further competition will be given the 
picture houses and the operators of so- 
called Sunday concerts, which are vaude- 
ville shows in disguise. Showmen point 
out that it is a logical argument that 
patrons of vaudeville may shun the 
regular vaudeville houses on Sundays to 
see the Sunday concerts at legit.

Seven Agents Ordered Off Booking Floor 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24—The Keith-Al- 
bee-Orpheum office gave notice Saturday 
to 8.

mistice. The result is a picture with 
considerable action unexplained by titles, 
fighting and movement occurring of 
which the viewer knows nothing so far 
as location or objective is concerned. 
Never once is the enemy of the Ger- 
mans referred to either collectively or 
by nations. 

The only interest one gains from 
Germany's Side of the War is by virtue 
of the fact that the largest portion of 
the scenes are authentic. There is one 
shot, for instance, where a man’s head 
is shown smashed in, but aside from 
this brief glimpse, the spectacle is not a 
gory one, altho dead soldiers frequently 
are in evidence. 

Due to the age of the prints, the pho- 
tography is yellow and nebulous for the 
most part, but considering everything, 
has been preserved fairly weli.

This is one of those few and far be- 
tween foreign-made films that really 
provide entertainment. A few more pro- 
auctions of this caliber from Ufa would 
probably be appreciated by long-suffer- 
ing American audiences. 

The plot concerns the conviction and 
subsequent imprisonment of an inno- 
cent man for murder. He is released 
only thru the deathbed confession of 
his guilty friend.

Just as the cafe owner in- 
duces the daughter to become his pre- 
miere dancer, the father decides to as- 
sert his rights, and in the subsequent 
fight kills his man. Arrested again for 
murder he is found not guilty, and so 
at last finds peace and happiness. 

Susy Vernon, Ufa’s newest star, shows 
promise and with proper direction should 
prove an attraction for American audi- 
ences.

“The Singing Fool’’ 
(WARNER BROS.) 
At the Winter Garden 

Another Warner winner, artistically 
and financially. The Warners are bound 
to clean up on it everywhere, standing 
chances of 100 to 1 to make twice as 
much az they did on The Jazz Singer, 
Al Jolson's first for them, which did no 
Small business for this up-and-coming 
Vitaphone cutfit. 

The Singing Fool is great entertain- 
ment and the strongest argument in the 
world that talking pictures are the real 
thing. The picture dissipates to nothing- 
ness the noisy and annoying screams of 
critics, particularly those who know little 
about the film business, that talkies 
dispel illusion and retard rather than 
heighten interest. As a silent, The Sing- 
ing Fool would be on'y an average pro- 
gram picture, but with Al Jolson and 
others in the cast talking thelr parts 
and the famed Mammy champion sing- 
ing several numbers, chiefly Sonny Boy, 
it is made as stirring and as touching a 
Piece of entertainment as the average 
play. The picture, as a matter of fact, 
is far more engrossing entertainment 
than what is now the average Broadway 
pey. 

Tt packs a lot of pathos and human 
interest, its most poignant sequetice be- 
ing the death of the singing fool's little 
boy, who, due to separation from his 
father after marital troubles, has not 
been rocked to sleep with the tunes of 
Sonny Boy for months. Jolson sings the 
mumber to the little boy in a hospital 
tToom as he rocks him to an eternal sleep 
and with his heart wrung with despair, 
goes back to his theater to do the same 
mumber in blackface, collapsing on the 
finish after giving a wonderful perform- 
ance. 

Jolson wasn't much of an actor in The 
Jazz Singer, but in The Singing Foot 
does high'y impressive work. He looks 
better in celluloid now than before, sings 
his songs better, has lost his conscious- 
mess of the camera and in the singing 
fool and father role he portrays actually 
stamps himself as a great actor. “Sonny 
Boy”, played by David Lee, gives a strik- 
ingly beautiful performance full of sym- 
pathy and appeal, and has the most en- 
gaging little voice, even tho weak, that 
ome would want to hear. He and Jolson 
alone put the picture over. The others, 
including Betty Bronson and Josephine 
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Dunn, give only average performances 
and are not impressive when talking, but 
that is but a minor detail, meaning no 
more to the enjoyment of "The Singing 
Fool than extras to the average picture. 
The first part of The Singing Fool is 
inclined to be slow, but lays a colorful 
atmosphere for the action that is to fol- 
low. The second half is sobby film fare, 
but lacks anything maudlin in execution.

If The River Pirate ever rises to pre- 
tensions of greatness as a film, either by 
word of mouth or press-agent copy, it 
will be getting a break it does not quite 
deserve.

TOO MUCH HAS been gagged and 
seriously written about stage mothers to 
warrant a rehashing of their status—and 
it is a highly important one—in show 
business. Since we are primarily con- 
cerned with vaudeville it is not amiss, 
therefore, to let out of the bag some 
comments we have had poured into our 
ears on this subject in recent weeks. 
For one, we learn from producers and 
agents for whom we have the deepest 
respect om moral principles that the 
stage careers of many a talented in- 
genue and specialty artiste are being 
ruined because their well-meaning 
mothers make it their business to in- 
terfere with the most insignificant trifles 
that occur in the daily life of their 
daughters. We know of several cases 
where girls were turned down for lucra- 
tive parts because producers, altho they 
appreciated fully the talents of the 
candidates, looked forward with dread to 
frequent tilts with the clawing mothers. 
Of course, we are discussing the situa. 
tion from a general viewpoint. There 
ARE agreeable and co-operating stage 
mothers but, according to a flock of act 
sponsors, they are few and pitifully far 
betweem 

Many of the matrons who travel with 
their professional daughters on the road 
and who dog their steps on visits to 
producers and casting offices give their 
offspring credit for but one attribute, 
stage talent. Many of the mothers have 
been of benefit to their daughters but, 
on the other hand, there are stage moth- 
ers who have by their interference dulled 
the enthusiasm of all who gave the least 
indication of possessing any for the 
ability of thelr daughters. Stock taking 
is a solid business activity. It might do 
certain stage mothers—and their daugh- 
ters—lots of good by a little inventory of 
ma's makeup and mental attitude every 
couple of weeks. 


OUR CURIOSITY whetted after hear- 
ing stories of the great field for vaude- 
vile Isyofs in certain straight picture 
hor using acts with one and two- 
nighter vropositions, we ventured forth 
int this jungle of so-called vaudeville 
last -week. The field of observation was 
Umited to dumps within the precincts of 
New York, but even this was enough 
t© @nvince us that the hullabaloo made 
abolt this fertile field for vaudeville 
talent is a lot of the w. k. boloney. 
About two seasons ago The Billboard 

& Tumpus among the stalwart 
Gefenders of New England's vaudeville 
Wadition when it printed a story de- 
Scriving sketchily the deplorable con- 
Gitions among performers working in 
and( around the Hub. It seems now 
that the commendable idea behind the 
printing of that story, which was writ- 
ten from New York, had all the earmarks 
of that familiar phrase for describing 
the application of needless energy, 
“carrying coals to Newcastle.” Right 
here, within a five-cent fare of the 
Vaudeville center of the Americas, are 
conditions thet are a repulsive blot on 
Vaudeville’s escutcheon. It is a source 
of satisfaction te those who are faithful 
to the upper strata of the trade that 
these conditions, at least, are not re- 
lated In any manner to the larger cir- 
cults. All of the dumps (there is no 
word more appropriate to describe them) 
coming within our observation are 
owned and operated by independents 
ahd booked by independent offices. The 
whole shebang is an indictment against 
the unattached lads who deal in coffee 
&Dd cake as a commodity. 

The outstanding evil of the whole 
one-Dighter racket appears to be resident 
in salaries. We have seen contracts cal- 
ling for $3 and $4 a day to singles, this 
atrangement requiring the playing of 
three shows. Former standard acts are 
playing these dates, and in several cases 
‘here are comedians, prima donnas and 
Stepping specialists who were formerly 
featured in big flash acts at good money. 
Ask them why they play these dumps 
for money that frequently fails to bal- 
ence their incidental expenses and al- 
most all of them are likely to answer 
that they expect to be caught, as per 
promise made by the booker, by certain 
producers and legit. agents.

“r.istes working in those houses having 
no adequate stage (and there are many 
of these) must parade up the aisles to 
the “dressing room” past a flock of 
jeeting youngsters and babes in arms 
who have a yen for aisle seats and love 
to tear of panels from spangled cos- 
tumes. 

If such conditions as these come with- 
in the classification of vaudeville, God 
help those who fall for the soft soap 
about filling in layofis with dates in 
“clean, modern and easily accessible 
houses.” Matters might be different if 
the dumps paid decent money. Since 
their salaries are insufficient to feed 
canaries it is about time artistes revolted 
and refused to consider any of the prop- 
ositions offered to play dates in these 
converted barns. Some of the houses 
we visited can bear a visit from one 
of those License Bureau inspectors. We 
doubt whether many of them have li- 
censes to play acts at all. Even many 
of the dump operators who have author- 
ity to book acts have undoubtedly re- 
ceived their permits by false representa- 
tion or generous smearing. One of these 
ceuses paved the way. A reel boy can 
see that.

REISSUES are becoming so common, 
if New York houses are any criterion, 
that the average patron will soon have 
@ hard time picking out nights to go 
to the favorite movie palace without 
having to sit thru a “flicker” of pre-war 
vintage. Recently the reissue gag has 
taken on undue popularity with the 
operators of independent houses par- 
ticularly, with the result pictures of the 
old yellow photography days are being 
sold without being so advertised. 

The reaction on the part of audiences 
to some of these old celluloids is singu- 
larly interesting. At one recently at the 
Stanley, a “grind” owned by the Stan- 
ley Company of America, the New York 
patrons on hand got the kick of their 
lives by jeering and whistling at the 

-looking characters (in 1918 
garb) and the production methods of 
those days this revival revealed. 


At some Eighth avenue houses owned 
by an independent New York outfit 
reissues are also becoming common, 
while at an “arty” not far from Times 
Square the special attractions of late 
have been old Paramounts and Ufas. 


From the producer point of view, 
some of these old ones, nine times out of 
10 bought outside, are no particular ad- 
vertisement to Paramount, M-G-M or 
those concerned because cf the aavance- 
ment that has been made since the re- 
vVivals were produced. Patrons. how- 
ever, do not always know that what 
they are seeing was done years ago, un- 
less, as has been the case with several, 
the photography, costuming, etc., plain- 
ly indicates it. 

The exhibitors are falling for the re- 
issue gag because some of these old pic- 
tures, with good titles and stars, can 
be bought for a song and they think 
audiences don’t know the difference. 


Some old pictures are well-worth re- 
viving and patrons who remember them 
Want to go again, but in the case of 
the third-rate stuff put on once more, 
the result is different, and the harm 
manifold. 


Perhaps Will Hays is closely watching 
the reissue stunt. He should. 


WILLIAM FOX, the man who takes 
his chances like a real sport and a real 
showman, has finally thru his ingenuity 
and some good luck, risen to the ranks 
of the leaders in the industry, with such 
big organizations as Paramount, M-G-M 
and United Artists no longer looking 
down on this pioneer with a supercili- 
ous alr. Within the last two years this 
Fox has climbed the ladder two rungs 
at a time until now his pictures and 
his orgenization stand up alongside any 
Without the least bit of nervousness or 
uncertainty. 

One of the answers is that Fox has 
been turning out quality product—prod- 
uct that is making money for the ex- 
hiiitors. The What Price Glorys, Seventh 
Heavens, Street Angels, Four Sons, (spe- 
cials), and program stuff comparing fa- 
vorably with that of other companies, 
have finally awakened new accounts for 
the Fox company. And realizing how 
the pictures were getting along, Fox 
wasted no time in going after theaters 
like the Roxy and laying plans for the 
building of others. 

This summer he followed up his 
“plunging” by taking over the Poli 
houses. The West Coast Theaters came 
in first, teeing the Fox pictures 
outlet on the Pacific Slope, and now 
Fox, the pioneer, is out to get any the- 
ater that’s worth putting his pictures 
into. 

In the meantime, Fox Jumped into the 
talkie proposition without letting the 
Warners get too much of a start, and, 
excepting the latter company with Vita- 
phone, is so far ahead of competitive 
producers that he probably has little to 
worry about. Movietones are coming out 
right and left (features and acts) and 
the exhibitors are doing their bit by 
playing them. The talkie proposition 
has finally reached the point where the 
prestige of Fox has been doubled by the 
use of Movietone by other big producing 
Organizations, while so far as product 
goes, Fox is maintaining a fairly high 
standard, assuring him of success any 
way you look at it. 

No wonder Prudential Life and other 
of the Fox money interests will let the

chains such as Poli.

You cannot 
tell the people that you are compliment- 
ing their community with your appear- 
ance, but you can conduct your affairs 
in such @ manner and put your enter- 
tainmment on such a plane that you will 
become an institution rather than a 
strolling band of itinerants.

Here is a bright, amusing and clever 
little comedy that starts off with the 
highest hopes, goes along swimmingly 
for two acts, detours for the third and 
lands in a ditch before the final curtain 
falls. If This Thing Cuiled Love is 
passed along to posterity it probably 
will be as a horrible example of an ex- 
cellent comedy that was ruined by a 
hopeless third act. 


Really, it is quite too bad, for there 
are all too few comedies on Broadway 
that have the excellent elemental quali- 
ties of this initial full-length play by 
Edwin Burke. Based on a firm idea, 
smartly written and beautifully cast, it 
defeats its own ends by being carried 
away with itself. Whatever the cause, 
Burke has bungled the job. It may be 
that he was strained in stretching his 
idea to the requirements of a three-act 
play, tho there is little reason to see 
@hy he should have been. 


On the other hand, all indications 
point to the possibility that Burke was 
carried away with himself. After con- 
tributing two acts of pleasant, intelli- 
gent comedy, he suddenly grows serious 
im the third, drags in a dash of melo- 
drama, spoils the effect of the two previ- 
ous sessions and with that one thrust 
kills his play. However, ell things con- 
sidered, it is to be hoped that Burke 
will mot be discouraged. This Thing 
Called Love brings hopes of better 
things. 

Love is the cause of all marital woes. 
In other words, two people can get along 
blissfully until they decide that they 
love each other. At that minute jeal- 
ousy and selfishness enter the window, 
bickerings and misunderstandings follow, 
tragedy results. What a rousing idea for 
an intelligent comedy! : 

In order to work out his thesis Burke 
has a couple enter an agreement whereby 
their marriage will be a purely business 
arrangement. She will give her husband 
@ fine home, be a charming hostess and, 
to all appearances, a devoted wife. He, 
on the other hand, will pay her a salary 
of $25,000 a year. They will not live 
together as man and wife and both may 
have their own friends. . For three 
months things go along smoothly. The 
wife has her boy friend, the husband a 
girl. Then they both decide that they 
are hopelessly in love with each other. 
Two weeks later when the husband 
ds the wife in the presence of her 
er flame and she discovers that he 
sent his ex-playmate an expensive 
celet there is a scene. Misunderstand- 
ings arise; she calls him an idiot and 
he replies with “liar”. Love has ruined 
her happiness, she decides. However, 
when her ex-sweetheart returns, a little 
the worse for liquor, and attempts to 
shoot the husband she throws herself in 
front of him and is grazed by the buliet. 
It all ends happily enough. but the hoky 
and ineffective melodrama has spoiled 
the play. The author would have done 
better by ending his play at the second 
act curtain—it would have left a more 
pleasant taste. At any event, there is 
mo excuse for his suddenly growing seri- 
ous. He had plenty of room to continue 
in a light comedy vein. Had he done so 
This Thing Called Love would have been 
one of the things to see. 

The defects in this comedy would be 
far more evident were it not for the 
delicate playing of an unusually capable 
cast. Violet Heming is charming as the 
female party to the bargain. Unaffected 
and always intelligent, she moves thru 
the three acts with ease and grace that 
are fascinating. She was made for the 
role and it is a pity that the botched 
final act has ruined it, for the fact re- 
mains Miss Heming is most impressive 
in her lighter moments. 

Minor Watson is equaily as well cast. 
The natural freedom he brings to the 
part is the saving grace of the play. In 
less egpert hands the part of the hus-

band could easily be ruined by even the 
slightest overplaying. Juliette Day and 
Malcolm Duncan are excellent as the 
horrible example of a pair ruined by the 
inroads of love. The former is especially 
fine. Ruth Garland gets in some effec- 
tive work in a character part, and Henry 
Thittemore is suitable as the gun-toting 
sweetheart. Most of the stage butlers 
could take some lessons from J. H. 
Brewer, who holds down a servant as- 
signment in this play. Bruce Elmore, 
Enid Romahy and Josephine Lewis 
handle their minor roles admirably 
Patterson McNutt has given the piece 
an excellent production, Howard Lind- 
say's direction is intelligent and the 
Shaffner & Swett setting is in excellent 
taste.

Considering the fact, that Sammy Lee 
had beer: well schooled in the art of 
musical comedy, it was logicy' to assume 
that his first venture in the producing 
field would be a fast and furious enter- 
tainment, replete with innovations. It 
may be that Mr. Lee became so saturated 
with stereotyped musicals that he was 
dubious about throwing off the shackles. 
At any rate, Cross My Heart is a distinct 
disappointment. 


Evidently the authors were determined 
they would take no chances with their 
product, so so they fashioned it after a 
dusty musical comedy blueprint used to 
excellent advantage some 10 years ago. 
The book and the routining of the num- 
bers are so passe that those responsible 
may bave been deluded into belleving 
that they had a novelty. 

As far as Daniel Kusell’s book is con- 
cerned, it probably will have little oppo- 
sition for the rank of the unfunniest 
show Broadway has housed in some time. 
Certainiy the fault must Me with the 
author, for the producer has vested the 
show with a cast of unusually fine pro- 
portions. Nevertheless, it is a hopeless 
task at best, and fuch excellent comedy 
talent as Lulu McConnell, Eddie Conrad 
and Pranklyn Ardell can never draw 
more than a titter, tho everyone strives 
strenuously to get the material across 

The show shapes up best for ite danc- 


’ 
ing. music and casting qualities, but 
they are overshadowed by the trite and 
humorless book. Sammy Lee's master 
hand is clearly evident in the ensemble 
work, and the choruses move with pre- 
cision and speed, always effective and 
smart. In fact, it would be a far more 
enjoyable evening were they to eliminate 
the book and make it a dancing and 
musical entertainment. 


Altho the score is undistinguished and 
more than one strain is reminiscent, it 
is always tuneful and there is at least 
one number that will be worn out in 
the dance palaces before many months 
have passed. Right Out of Heaven Into 
My Arms is the plug song, and tho it 
is worked to death it is surprisingly 
untiresome. Dream Sweetheart and 
Come Along, Sunshine, also give Indica- 
tions of popularity. The music, how- 
ever, is also of an older school. Mo- 
Carthy’s lyrics are suitable without ever 
being particularly bright, and the sing- 
ing of them, especially as applies to the 
chorus, doesn't help matters. Why they 
require writers to do words for chorus 
numbers, especially openings and clos- 
ings, remains one of the major mysteries 
of show business. They are never under- 
standable and undoubtedly would be 
just as distinctive if nothing more than 
a series of gutteral and nasal sounds. 


Tt is a sad feature of Cross My Heart 
that much excelient talent is wasted on 
such watery material However, the 
show may deserve a place In the season 
as marking the near-arrival of Mary 
Lawlor. This is her show by a wide 
margin and she makes the most of it. 
Possessed of a charmingly effective per- 
sonality, exquis'te poise and the ability 
to dance gracefully, even ff not with 
intricacy, she dominates this piece from 
curtain to curtain. Miss Lawlor unques- 
tionably is of star timber and ff she will 
now take steps to develop her voice there 
is little to stop her. She is fortunate 
in having a juvenile of Clarence Nord- 
strom's caliber to work with. He is con- 
siderably above the average. 


Lulu McConnell, sad to say, is lost in 
the proceedings. She fust about wears 
herself out striving to put the show 
across and if given half a chance she 
would just about succeed in doing it. 
Again it is a question of terrible ma- 
terial. Certainly this Inimitable female 
buffoon deserves a better break. The 
same must be sald for Eddie Conrad: 
at least it is sald in deferetice to him. 
If it isn't the fault of the material, then 
Conrad is the unfunniest comedian this 
reviewer has seen in many @ day. 
Franklyn Ardell succeeds better. It ts 
too bad that he has not been given more 
to do. The really funny moments, if 
any, of Cross My Heart are his. 


Doris Eaton is runner wp on Miss 
Lawlor for the evening’s honors. Her 
dancing is among the brightest lights of 
the show, and her next-to-closing spe- 
clalty almost stops the proceedings. 
Miss Eaton, however, while an excellent 
dancer, is no singer, and her handling 
of vocal numbers leaves something to be 
desired. It is a great defect of Cross 
My Heart that the pleasing score has re- 
celved such little attention vocally. The 
Three Giersdorf Sisters harmonise on 
two numbers and succeed fn selling them 
pleasantly. These girls are an asset to 
the show and could stand more numbers. 
Bobby Watson is not given half a chance 


and is hampered by the same old buga- 
boo, material. a 


In addition to the excellent work of 
the Misses Lawlor and Eaton. the show 
is propped up considerably by a clever 
adagio team, Bob Gilbert and Arvil 
Avery by name. This pair is about as 
agile as they come. Harry Evans also 
is effective with some eccentric hoofing. 
The balance of the cast, including Amy 
Atkinson, Edith Martin, Charles Peters, 
Martin LeRoy and Dorothy Bow, is suf- 
ficient. 

Cross My Heart ts fortunate in having 
the excellent Edgar Fairchild and Ralph 
Rainger and their Brunewick Recording 
Orchestra in the pit. Altho the program 
lists this two-piano team for a specialty 
in the Third Act opening, it failed to 
materialize on the night reviewed. This 
was a disappointment. The show can 
stand it—and plefity 

The settings for the most part are 
gaudy, and only « night club scene in 
Act II is particularly impressive. The 
costumes, too, are suitable without being 
outstanding, altho those used in the 
above-mentioned scene are in excellent

It is surprising how little there is to 
get excited about in this latest concoc- 
tion from the hands of the prolific Shu- 
berts. Luckee Girl is mediocre enter- 
tainment. hackneyed and often vulgar. 
Pashioned from the stenciled patterns of 
a decade ago it offers a minhnum amount 
of genuine pleasure and better than an 
average dose of undiluted boredom. 

More than likely the production will 
roll along to a comfortable run, for some 
reason or other these pieces often do, but 
if such is the case, here's wagering that 
it will be the result of some consistent 
plugging by cut-rates. Luckee Girl is 
never better than cut-rate entertainment 
and its chief appeal is aimed at the bar- 
gain hunters. 

According to the program, the show ts 
an adaptation of Un Bon Gercon, & suc- 
cessful French musical. If the Parisian 
edition holds anything in common with 
its American offspring it is hard to un- 
derstand why much perfectly good en- 
ergy was wasted in transplanting it to 
these shores. However, ft is more than 
likely that the two productions would 
not recognize each other were they to 
meet, except for the music of Maurice 
Yvain, and that is about the most reliev- 
ing feature of the Messrs, Shubert in- 
terpretation. 

Perhaps the most tragic impression 
left by Luckee Girl is in seeing and hear- 
ing the bright and clever lyrics of Max 
and Nathaniel Lief massacred and thrown 
away in such trash. These boys steal 
the show, and it can be set down here 
and now that they have contributed as 
bright a set of lyrica as is to be heard 
along the White Way. Where they found 
their inspiration is a mystery. 

As far as the production is concerned, 
the Shuberts have vested the piece with 
everything possible. The settings are 
impressive, the costumes lavish and the 
casting capable. Still and all the pro- 
ceedings somehow fall fat. The book 
evidently has gone thru considerable 
mishandling in the process of adaptation, 
not that it was anything to get excited 
about in any event, but there wore some 
situations, tho trite, that offered legiti- 
mate possibilities for humor. These have 
been overlooked and in their place the 
lines have been steeped in gags. The 
trouble js that these are of the dirt va- 
riety. If there are any lines in 


Luckee Ciirl that deserve classification as 
wit, they have escaped the attention of 
this reviewer. On the other hand, there 
are #0 many uncalled for and flagrant 
jibes that appeal! to the baser instincts of 
an audience that they are not only in-

There were not so many actors in those 
days, and those were scattered all over 
the country, so nomadic that many of 
them either had no franchise or were 
unable to make use of it. 

So legislation which was of benefit or 
of harm to the people of the stage Was 
Cealt out with regard for almost every- 
thing else except the rights and needs of 
those to whom it was to apply. 

Happily those are times past. There 
y more actors today, perhaps, if 
those whose connection with the 
presentat of parts before sudiences 
Were assembled in one sufficiently large 
place and their noses were counted, there 
woult be a matter of about 25,000 moses, 
each with a vote behind it. 

Actors are still scattered, it is true, 
but professional contacts have concen- 
trated most of them about three or four 
bases or organization points, New York, 
Chicaco, Kansas City and Los Angeles, in 
which most. if not all, of them may es- 
tablish legal residence and obtein the 
Tight to vote if they wish. 

In New York, in the last few years, the 
regulations establishing the mechanism 
by which actors may exercise their fran- 
chise have been relaxed, first in the vot- 
ing itself, and then in the matter of 
registering for voting, so that today al-

During the difficulties which attended 
the arrest and early trial of the cast of 
The Night Before, most of the newspaper 
comment was on what Equity was or was 
not doing or could do for its arrested 
members. 

In an emergency such as that, Equity 
did step in and did do what was human. 
ty possible. But the responsibility in 
that case, and in all similar cases, rested 
not with Equity, but with the manage- 
ment. 


The contract specifically states that it 
is the manager who is called on to de- 
fend any player who is arrested in the 
performance of his part, because of the 
play or the performance. 

That responsibility was understood 
and accepted by the management of The 
Night Before, and the cast is being de- 
fended by its legal representative. 
Equity is merely keeping a watchful eye 
on the proceedings to make sure that its 
members are receiving all the protection 
to which they are entitled. 

But the fact that the responsibility 
was primarily someone else’s did not 
deter Equity from stepping into the 
breach on the midnight call for help, nor 
would it fail to do & In any other emer- 
gency to save its people from humiliation 
or disgrace.

It 
is an art by iteelf, so distinct from that 
of the theater as to involve no real con- 
flict. But the full talking movie, even 
with every allowance for the crudeness 
of all first efforts, violates fiusion at

every instant. The voices all come from 
one spot. They do not issue from the 
mouths of the actors. A man’s lips are 
moving to the right of the screen and 
his voice bursts forth from somewhere 
near the center of the rug. The artificiality 
of the whole mechanism fairly shrieks at 
one. There is no blending of eye and 
ear impressions, az in listening to the 
speech of a living actor. The mind is 
compelled to perform two functions at 
once, and the resulting effort, tho lerecly 
unconscious, is destructive of that one 
sensation sO supremely important to 
effective illusion—the sense of “losing 
one’s self”. The merely mechanical de- 
tails are, of course, subject to much 
later improvement; above all a recording 
perfection that will enable the actors to 
speak faster and with better modulation. 
The use of well-written dialog by prac- 
ticed playwrights can make the screen 
plays themselves more interesting than 
the present cheap product. But at its 
supreme best, there is no premise here 
of a real art, creating its own traditions 
and conventions, It is a sheer substitute 
—and it will never be anything more

And so you travel out to the show- 
grounds and sit on a hard seat and watch 
the clowns and the fat horses waddling 
around the ring, you see the slide for 
life and marvel at the intelligence of 
the seals as they throw the ball from 
seal to seal, But you are mighty glad 
when the chariot races begin and you 
wonder whether you can get thru the 
crowd without awakening little Jasper, 
who has been asleep thru the last hour 
of It. 

Then the children will grow up and 
you won't have to go. In fact there will 
be no excuse for your going. But the 
circus will be a part of the year’s routine 
The crowds wil! head for the big top and 
likely as not you will be in the reserved 
seat section, if you can afford the price 

The circus is a part of child Iife and 
probably always will be. Showmen have 
been looking for something to supplant 
it, but nothing has a start against it, 
as yet—The Daily Oklahoman. 
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OR CONVENIENCE, comfort and 
| prec eare delight of audiences, the- 
ater men have gone to extremes in 
matters of architectural improvements, 
house furnishings and flunky service. 
They have spent thousands, even mil- 
lions, to provide a minimum amount of 
incidental pleasure. 

But there is one practical item, equally 
as important as a soft seat or an attrac- 
tive ceiling, and far less expensive, that 
seems to have eluded their thoughts. 

This particular thing is nothing more 
than a means of affording the audience 
a cast of characters for ready reference 
at any time in the course of the show. 

Perhaps nine films out of a dozen lose 
much of their effectivencss because most 
of the audience doesn't know the names 
and who's who among the invariably 
large personnels of movie dramas. 

Those coming into the theater just 
after the showing of the film has begun 
must wait until the next performance to 
learn the complete lineup—and mean- 
while a good deal of the picture is 
me mingless to them for lack of thjs 
infurmation, 

Even where patrons are given a 
printed program it does not prove of 
much avail, since it is not casy to read 
in the dark, and also because these pro- 
grams are so easily and so quickly 
dropped and lost. 

It has remained for a tent show, the 
Aulger Bros.’ Company, popular North- 
west repertoire organization, to solve 


this problem in a very satisfactory man- 
ner, 


The Aulgers use an annunciator stand, 
containing the mame of the play being 


presented, cast of characters, scenes, etc., 
something like the printed program of a 
regular legitimate production. 

The matter is in type large enough 
to be read from almost any corner of 
the tent, and the annunciator is kept 
lighted thruout the show, so that anyone 
desiring to identify a character may «lo 
so by a mere glance at the board. 

This idea is well worth emulating in 
the movie, stock and legitimate theaters. 

It is such a small matter as far as 
expense is concerned, and yet its im- 
portance, measured by the added satis- 
faction it will give patrons, makes it 
infinitely more valuable than $50,000 
chandeliers or $100,000 tapestries. 


LITTER AND FLASH are neces- 

sary ingredients of entertainment. 

They have their purpose and their 
place. But the show—the performance 
itself—is the thing. 

Skyscrapers, sidewalks and fat bank 
accounts do not make a city. The in- 
habitants are the ones who make a city, 
and the character of the inhabitants de- 
termines the character of the city. 

Ornate equipment, brilliant lights and 
a conglomeration of noises may attract 
attention and intrigue interest, but these 
are but eye and car titillations—the 
superficialities that arouse expectations 
which must be satisfied. 

Behind the glitter and flash there must 
be entertainment factors that produce a 
deeper satisfaction and a more lasting 
impression among the seckers of amuse- 
ment. 

Whether it be in 2 musical comedy, a 
circns, a park, a carnival or any other 
medium of entertainment, one good 
laugh, one good thrill, or one good tune 
te hum will do more to promote future 
business than all the glitter and fiash 


under the moon.

picture chains.

The same is true of any number of 
little luxuries that are sold almost exclu- 
sively on the strength of a demand cre- 
ated by high-power advertising. 

Whether or not the talkies satisfy, th 
public will, for a time at least, patronize 
them as a result of the exploitation 
pressure being brought to bear by the 
pictire people thru their advertising 
campaign. 

The picture people seem to know, far 
better than the legitimate theater and 
the outdoor show business, the funda- 
mental value of big-scale advertising, 
both within the trade and to the public. 

This is one of the reasons for the 
fact that they have held public patr onage 
so well even in the face of steady de- 
terioration of film entertainment. 

No matter how badly a moviegoer is 
stung, he will always respond to the 
new promises held out by persistent, 


catchy advertising. 
A erotic people in the world unless 
a sharp line is drawn between 
films shown to childrer; and to persons 
above 16 years of age, according to Ed- 
ward Aylsward Ross, prominent Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin sociologist, in his 
book, World Drift, just published. 
American films are too sexy, over- 
stressing currents of human life that 
need no stressing—even under the guise 
of entertainment. The psychological in- 
fluence of the general run of our films 
holds tremendous dangers of eroticism 
for future America, Ross believes.

Editor The Billboard: 

If the producers of dramatic shows 
would get down to real business and not 
worry about the so-called demon of the 
talking pictures the legitimate stage 
might come back with a bang. I have 
been connected in the show game for 
years and have traveled the country over 
and mingled with the general public, 
and I find that what it really craves for 
is the old-time scenic productions. The 
younger generation has never seen such 
shows, but has had the older folks tell 
s0 much about the kind of entertain- 
ment they had in their days, while all 
they have been getting for the last 20 
years is musical comedies and one-act 
farce comedies. The producers did this 
to cut down expenses, and now they 
have cut their own throats by doing so 
and at the same time saved nothing. A 
good musical comedy employs all the 
way from 25 to 75 people. Look at the 
salary bill, not to speak of the trans- 
portation over the country making one- 
night stands, whereas on the other hand 
a good dramatic show or a good melo- 
drama can be handled with from 10 to 
15 people and at the same time give 
theatergoers what they really want. I 
have taken particular notice in the last 
20 years of the musical comedies that 
were sent on the road. The sets were 
made up of pieces out of storage, and 
you never heard the public mention how 
wonderful the scenery was. Jt was al- 
ways the acting. But in days of old it 
was both the scenery and the acting. 

In my experience in stock thruout the 
country the shows that broucht the 
largest receipts were scenic productions, 
and almost any stock manager today will 
say the same as I do. The public does 
not care for the latest addition in the 
movie world, but has to tolerate it if 
that is all there is to be had, while the 
producers are sitting back in New York 
and playing Broadway only, too afraid 
to venture on the road. A mere child 
could answer why all the big houses are 
putting in talking pictures. It’s fust 
because they have not the shows to keep 
their houses in operation. For years 
Cincinnati, Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Buf- 
falo, Milwaukee, St. Louis. Kansas City, 
Denver, Salt Lake City and many other 
towns have not had enough shows to 
run half a season, whereas years ago 
they ran full blast and all did good 
business. 

Don’t say it is too expensive. It is 
not. The whole matter is the producers 
are too afraid to lose. In nearly every 
case where one is afraid to lose someone 
else takes it up and makes a fortune. 
Look at Anne Nichols with her Abie’s 
Trish Rose. All were afraid of it, but 
she knew it was @ success and ventured 
out, and look at the outcome. Another 
was Everywoman. The poor author 
walked Broadway for five years trying to - 
get someone to read his script, and 
everyone turned him down until a friend 
of his who knew Henry Savage got him 
to read it. Savage produced it and it 
made a tremendous hit on the opening 
might. After he saw what a success it 
was, joy killed the poor author and 
Savage reaped a fortune. 

Another thing: When you put out @ 
production build and paint it thruout 
as the production is called for and equip 
it with the best talent you can get. 
Don't go to the storehouse and pick out 
a lot of junk scenery as you have been 
doing in the last 20 years. What the 
people want today is the goods. They 
pay enough for it at $2.50 and $3 top. 
If good shows with real live stars could 
travei over the road at $1 and $1.50 top, 
why can't it be done today at $2.50 
and #3? FRANK ARNIM.

One of the eventual benefite of the 
circus organization will be the saving in 
hewspaper advertising.

Mrs. A. H. Trimper was the largest in- 
dividual concessionaire. She operates a 
number of orangeade stands. 

The total premium lists calls for 
$198,000. The harness events on the 
half-mile track had the largest entry 
ever presented. 

Last spring the exposition grounds 
were inundated to the depth of nine 
feet by the floods that did $40,000 
damage to the plant, which was quite a 
setback to the improvements that were 
planned this year. 

Rain insurance is carried, as the man- 
agement feels it’s a necessity for such 
an event requiring 51 weeks of active 
preparation. 

Last year’s profits were $30,000 after 
setting aside $40,000 reserve fund for the 
flood damage. The officials expect to 
recoup this loss this year, however, if 
favored with good weather. 

The exposition is organized under 
what is known as the Agricultural So- 
ciety Act, which exempts them from 
taxation. They have issued outstanding 
$600,000 four per cent debenture bonds 
and $440,000 six per cent first mortgage 
bonds. The exposition, however, receives 
no State, county or Government aid, 
but has a number of wealthy supporters 
among New England’s captains of in- 
dustry who give liberally of their funds 
and time. Springfield, with a popula- 
tion of 140,000, derives country-wide 
recognition from the annual show. 

Mrs. James J. Storrow, well known in 
financial circles in Boston, is directing 
the activities of the New England Vil- 
lage at the exposition with her own 
funds. Horace A. Moses, millionaire, 
whose hobby is the boys and girls’ club 
work, spends $26,000 annually in bring- 
ing boys and girls from 30 States and 
four Canadian provinces to the exposi- 
tion. The trustees of the Eastern States 
Exposition include 60 of the representa- 
tive men of the State and one woman, 
and they are interested, financially and 
otherwise, in the exposition, and have 
invested their funds therein without re- 
turns, aside from the artistic, education- 
al and financial success of the institu- 
tion. 

There is the executive committee and 
the board of trustees—the latter ap- 
points two managers to conduct the af- 
fairs of the exposition, namely, Charles 
A. Nash, general manager and vice- 
president of the Intefnational Associa- 
tion of Fairs and Expositions, and 
Milton Danziger the assistant general 
manager. 

For the first time in the history of 
the institution the 40-acre parking 
space, constructed primarily as an auto 
parking camp, was forced into service 
this year on the opening day in order 
to take care of the auto overflow. 

Two well-known visitors included A. 
W. Lombard, of the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Agriculture, who was great- 
ly tmpressed with the exposition, and 
Herbert Evans. amusement manager of 
Taina Park, Coney Island, who availed 
the opportunity of visualizing the free- 
act program, and obtained worth-while 
data, which he expects to incorporate 
into Luna next season. 

Joshua L. Brooks is president of the 
Eastern States Exposition, and for 14 
years has been directing the event suc- 
cessfully.

Nat Reiss Shows 


ROANOKE, Va.—This week at the Ro- 
anoke Fair has been a total blank so far, 
the show having been rained out every 
day 

The run to Roanoke from Harrisburg 
was decidedly unsatisfactory, 37 hours 
being required for the 300-mile trip. 
The delays began when it was discov- 
ered, after the railroad inspectors had 
passed the train as okay, that it would 
be necessary to lower most of the wag- 
ons to allow clearance in tunnels It 
was 10 o'clock Monday evening before 
the train arrived in Roanoke. 

During the night George Dougherty. 
employed by Clifford Karn on the fat 
ahow, rolled himself up in canvas and 
laid down to sleep under a wagon. When 
the wagon was moved, his head was 
crushed by the wheel and he died in- 
stantly. The body was shipped to his 
home at Carlisle, Pa. Dougherty had 
been employed by Karn for less than a 
week, having joined at Harrisburg. 

The show was ready to go early Tues- 
day morning, which was Children’s Day, 
opening day of the fair, but owing to 
rain, attendance was practically nil. All 
day Wednesday the rain continued, and 
caused considerable uneasiness when the 
Roanoke River started to rise and threat- 
ened to overflow its banks and flood 
the fairgrounds. Precautions were tak- 
en to guard against damage, but altho 
the river reached the top of the bank 
during the night, it did not overflow 
At noon on Thursday it is still raining, 
but not hard enough to bring the river 
higher. 

Secretary Louis A. Sholtz, James Me- 
haffey, Gilbert Woods, Miss Quinn and 
other members of the fair association 
had made every preparation to give the

Refugees are making their way north 
from the storm country. We. meet them 
on the road every day and one cannot 
help giving when they ask. I carried 
a man and woman and child 40 miles 
yesterday. They had lost all in the 
South Georgia storm. Conditions are 
in deplorable state. Farmers are walk- 
ing away from their farms. The taxes 
are terrific. Valdosta, Ga., stores look 
like a side show with banners and 
streamers advertising farewell sales. I 
have traveled for the past 35 years and 
have never yet seen such times in the 
South.”

Has Successful Week 


MORRISTOWN, N. J., Sept. 22.—The 
Morris County Fair opened in the rain 
September 19, and closed today under 
azure skies, with the total attendance on 
the week about the same as last year, 
when the fair cleared $2,000. The largest 
single day attendance was Thursday, 
when 8,000 passed thru the gates.

The midway this year was transformed 
with independent shows in lieu of a car- 
nival. “This is the first time in the his- 
tory of this fair that we had no cCar- 
nival,” James W. Fear, secretary, in- 
formed The Billboard. “We decided on 
this policy, due to the questionable shows 
and concessionaires that the carnivals 
in former years have brought here. 
Furthermore, we are goitig to adhere to 
our present policy in future.” 

The midway attractions played on per- 
centage, with the exception of Prairie 
Lil Allen's rodeo. It had 20 people 
and 30 head of stock. It is managed by 
Joe Casper. Mike Buck's four riding de- 
vices enjoyed a substantial play. Harry 
Heller, of Heller's Acme Shows, had the 
monkeydrome. Floyd Woosley'’s 10-in-1 
was the big flash show of the midway. 

Nightly fireworks were featured and 
furnished by Iorio Fireworks Company. 
Four local bands were exploited and were 
paid union wages. Free acts were elim!- 
nated. 

The boys and girls’ club work, the 
agricultural, live stock and farming ma- 
chinery exhibits constituted some of the 
main aspects of the fair. The horse show 
attracted its crowd of enthusiasts on the 
last two days, and was beld by the 
Association of American Horse Shows. 

Martin Tent Company of New York 
furnished the tents. The exhibits were 
reported ahead of 1927.

Year after year the lucky boys have 
been scaring away the patrons, and 
finally this summer the scarcity of 
potential suckers was so acute that it 
took several shills to a joint in order to 
get any money. 

This proved to be too much “over- 
head”. 

Next year the condition will be even 
worse. 


The line about a sucker being born 
every minute may be as true now as it 
was in Barnum's time. 

But in those days there weren't many 
schools, newspapers and magazines, nor 
any movies, radio afd various other 
high-power educational agencies like we 
have today. 

In the days of Barnum the majority 
of “suckers” went thru life with little 
more than a kindergarten education 

howadays they start acquiring worldly 
wisdom almost before they diecard their 
bibs 

So the showmen who have been work- 
ing on the principle that they are 
operating an enterprise for the benefit 
of suckers had better make a quick 
change for 1929. 

It was noted that the shows doing the 
best business this year were those with 
the most inviting appearance, the least 


suspicious line of attractions and the 
most genteel treatment of patrons. 
This is the trend.

For proof that people want outdoor 
amusement more than ever, the figures 
of this year’s leading fairs will speak 
for themselves. 

At several of the fairs where rackets 
were allowed to operate, it was observed 
that the midway did a lean busizess, 
whereas the grand stand overflowed at 
every performance. 


Outdoor amusement seekers usually go 
about in groups. 

if there are a dozen in the bunch, 
and one of them has had the previous 
experience of being stung at a wheel or 
other game, that particular one will be 
enough to keep the whole gang from 
patronizing any or much of the midway. 

Remember that. 

“Once stung, twice careful”, 
enough. 

It should be: “One stung, twice care- 
ful and ten-fold warned.”

Basic Agreement between the Managers’ 
Protective Association and Equity. This 
yas done several months ago and by it 
managers, engaging Equity members, 
ee to do 80 only thru licensed agents. 
Failure to do so will brand them as 
“ynfair” with the usual consequenrices. 
It also prohibits managers from having 
any part in agencies or accepting any 
kickbacks on commissions, @ cominon 
ctice in the past. ‘ 

By the same token the agencies hold 
the protection of Equity in that they 
nave a redress and collection medium 
for unpaid commissions, & chief evil 
with them. Equity members reported as 
not paying commissions will be haled 
before the council and drastic measures 
taken if they are found guilty. Such 
ruling practically assures agents of col- 
lecting commissions due them. Licensed 
agents discovered violating permits will 
be declared “unfefr’ and said license 
will be revoked. Equity holds the right 
to revoke licenses at any time. 

Equally, if not more drastic, was the 
legislation covering artists’ representa- 
tives. They, too, must be licensed, but 
in order to be so they must agree to 
guarantee euch actor they hold under 
contract a minimum of 20 weeks a year 
at a salary equal to the weekly average 
ef his salary for the three years pre- 
yious. They must further be prepared 
to show that they will be able to do this. 
No contracts for more than three years 
will be allowed between representatives 
and actors. 


It is more than likely that this action 
will just about deplete the ranks of 
artists" representatives, inasmuch as 
there are few agents who can afford to 
guarantee a minimum season of 20 
weeks for actors. In case a man is deal- 
ing both as an agent and as @ repre- 
sentative he must hold a license for 
each class from Equity. Licenses, in 
every Instance, must be displayed promi- 
nently in the outer offices of agencies 
so that actors applying for engagements 
will know that the person with whom 
they are dealing it o. k. 

All the New York producing managers 
will be notified by Equity as to just 
wht the licensed agents are and they 
will be bound to deal with no others. 
Letters have been mailed by the associa- 
tion to all managers notifying them of 
the action and the part they must play 
in enforcing it. 


Likewise letters have been sent to all 
agencies, explaining the #ituation ana 
enclosing application blanks for permits. 
At the present time no limit is placed 
on the number of agencies to be li- 
cemsed. The Equity council, however. 
holds such power and, if it is deemed 
necessary, a limit will be placed on the 
permits. Again the legislation is con- 
fined to New York City and environs, it 
being stated that the agency evil was 
well In hand in other sections of the 
country. This, too, will be widened if 
Geemed necessary to forecall unscru- 
pulous agents from opening offices out- 
side New York. 

Inasmuch as the legislation becomes 
effective October 9, actors who already 
hold engagements and who are paying, 
and have been paying, a 10 per cent 
commission will be required to pay 5 
per cent per week for 10 weeks from 
that date and no more. Al! present 
contracts with personal representatives 
are abrogated on that date and must be 
renewed under Equity stipulations. 
Agents and representatives who fail to 
take out Equity permits will not be al- 
lowed to renew contracts with Equity 
members at the expiration of any 
contracts now held. 

Several suggestions pertaining to the 
ruling were made from the floor of the 
meeting. One of these was that Equity 
members applying for engagements at 
agencies be required to show paid-up 
membership cards. It was pointed out 
that paid-up members should be given 
Preference. Altho it is not included n 
the rules, it was said that such action 
Would be considered by the council.

eer, but appearing at the session as 


di actor, Jumped to his feet during the 
‘cussion of the agency problem and 


behooved the members to demand 
action by the association to organize 


the motion picture field. Said Mr. 


Brady: 

“This afternoon you have discussed 
various causes for the unemployment 
situation as regards the actor. You have 
blamed it on the alien problem and 
you have laid it to other causes. I 
submit, ladies and gentlemen, that it 
is due to the motion pictures. With the 
advent of the talking pictures the screen 
will be forced to draw heavily on legiti- 
mate talent. 

“I say, therefore, that if you are going 
to legislate the relationship of the 
actor and the agent as regards the 
legitimate field you must do likewise 
with the vaudeville and picture. Is it 
fair that the legitimate producer be 
forced to sign Equity contracts and the 
motion pictures can sign Equity mem- 
bers under contracts not based upon 
Equity, but based upon slavery?” 


It was explained to Brady by Gillmore 
that Equity has been striving for years 
to organize the picture field and that 
the present legislation was aimed to 
protect the actor only in his relation- 
ship to the agent. He added that 
Equity holds no jurisdiction over either 
pictures or vaudeville. 

Brady further suggested that to the 
permit given agents should be added a 
clause reading, “All contracts made with 
Equity members must comply with 
Equity laws.” In other words, it was 
Brady's intention that in this way the 
campaign to organige the movies should 
be started. He was roundly applauded, 
but his motion was withdrawn when 
Gillmore explained that Equity could 
not enforce Equity contracts in fields in 
which it held no jurisdiction. He went 
further to say that in the near future 
the motion pictures would be the object 
for another organization attempt. 

Later in the meeting Brady continued 
his harangue against the pictures. “Is 
it fair for these great motion picture 
companies with their millions and mil- 
lions of dollars, with their monopoly. 
with a former cabinet officer at their 
head, to be allowed to sign you to 
contracts under which no legitimate 
manager can place you? Is it fair for 
the cream of the theater, men like 
Arthur Hopkins, Frohman and Gilbert 
Miller, to be limited while these great 
corporations are free to sign you under 
any terms they wish? The legitimate 
theater always will be.the cream. It is 
the legitimate theater that has made 
possible your organization, given you 
your bread and butter. I submit that 
it is time for action, and that unless 
action is taken the legitimate theater 
is doomed. 


“Again I remind you, it is the legiti- 
mate theater that comes first. I have 
been the associate of men who have 
been asleep at the switch for many 
years. I beg of you not to allow your 
organization to be asleep. The time has 
arrived when all the heartbreaking work 
done in the picture field by your of- 
ficials, your Mr. Gillmore and your 
council, can be realized. You are at 
the moment when you can make good. 
Do what you did to the legitimate pro- 
ducers tn 1920.” 


Brady received a great ovation, but 
Gillmore stated that it was the policy 
of the association to follow a cautious 
course and take things one at a time 
He said that he did not think it a 
feasible time for any such drastic action 
as Brady proposed. Brady replied: “If 
you feel that way about it I withdraw.” 

It is not at all unlikely that the 
agency reaction may be felt elsewhere. 
Many around the trade feel that vaude- 
ville actors may not react favorably to 
paying an agent 10 per cent who is 
offering the same service to other actors 
for half that fee. There are those who 
believe that the action will be an in- 
centive for organization in other fields. 

By the same token it is more than apt 
to cause a widespread upheaval in the 
agency field itself. It is the consensus 
of opinion that many of the leading 
agents and representatives will combine 
into a single, wealthy and powerful unit. 
The belief is general that such a move 
would be advantageous to show business 
and would promote higher ethical 
standards in the field. 

The only other business of the mect- 
ing was the acceptance of the new by- 
laws necessary for the adoption of the 
alien legislation as adopted in June. 
Some little excitement was caused, how- 
ever, before the measure finally was 
passed. 

Principal opposition was offered by 
Reginald Owen, English member of The 
Three Musketeers Company, who said he

thought the measure illegal and sug- 
gested that a test case be made in Wash- 
ington. Asked if he would make the 
test, Owen replied that, as an individual, 
he could not afford to finance the case, 
but that he would be willing to act as 
one Of a group. He was told that such 
action was a private matter. Later in 
the meeting Owen said: 

“You are making great ado over the 
alien actor. You are blaming him for 
your unemployment. The alien actor 
is not to blame. You all know that 
there are too many actors, too many 
inexperienced and amateur players who 
are offering themselves as actors. That 
is the trouble. Instead of barring the 
alien actor it would be a better solution 
of the problem, I think, if Equity were 
to limit its membership and allow room 
for actors of quality.” 

Further opposition was offered by a 
May Ward, who said that she did nov 
believe art and artists should be limited 
to any country. She opined that she 
thought it a bad thing for the theater. 
Any opposition to the question, how- 
ever, was roundly hissed and booed. 

Charges of “steamroller” methods 
against the council and Burton Church- 
ill, who presided, were made by Teddy 
Jones. When he appealed the passage 
of the alien ruling on those grounds 
his appeal was overwhelmingly rejected 
by the floor. Jones was declared out of 
order and severely booed. 

With the passage of the alien law 
the new classification of members, as 
previously reported in The Billboard, 
was authorized. The action becomes 
effective November 1 this year.

to charge reasonable fees. It 
the agent who wishes to do right quite 
as much as it protects the actor. It pro- 
tects the manager.” 

It was learned further that applica- 
tions for franchises already have started 
to arrive at Equity headquarters. lt is 
expected that the machinery necessary 
in handling this extra work will be 
functioning perfectly in another week. 

Altho Jeanne Eagels, suspended 
Equity member, has been in New York 
for the past two weeks, the association 
has heard nothing from her, notwith- 
Standing the fact that they recently 
granted her an extension of the time 
in which she might make a personal ap- 
peal to the council from her recent 
Suspension. As a result of the attitude, 
Equity officials are of the opinion that 
Miss Eagels probably will not dispute 
the action of the association against 
her, altho no time limit has been set 
on when she must appear.

This is the small-time stand which is 
reported to be booked under an arrange- 
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ment whereby it gets material Loew 
doesn’t want or has already worked to 
death. This show, evidently a cross sec- 
tion of what they usually serve here, 
can stand the gaff in any of the so- 
called intermediate houses. Plenty of 
Speed and, tho lacking in essentials of 
refinement in material, is nicely dressed. 
The Donals Sisters, equilibrists, did 
their usual neat job in the opening spot. 
With one of the nicely built girls as 
consistent understander they do some 
trim hand-to-hand stuff and follow with 
foot-to-head end head-to-head stunts. 
They bowed off to a warm reception. 


Bernard and Ward did nicely, but 
could have done far better with stronger 
dialog in the deucé spot. The boy has a 
pair of pipes that alone should assure 
the youngsters plenty of work. What one 
obviously lacks the other has. Girl steps 
nicely, but has no pipes, and the boy 
steps not at all. Their specialties are 
interwoven by a slim thread of a story 
that would be better off in a desk pigeon- 
hole. It serves them only because of 
their strong specialty work. They fared 
well at the bows. 

Holden and King, combination of a 
rube boy and svelte girl, held their spot 
satisfactorily, their hoary gags going over 
for asmash. The bulky boy has a pleas- 
ing style of mugging and works gen- 
erally with enviable ease. What he could 
do with better material! Girl fakes a 
song neatly and so does the boy friend. 
Went over strong here, but might need 
better gags for the circuit houses. 

Heit, Reflow and Company, in a back- 
yard and gashouse act, called In the 
Alley, were glovefit for this audience— 
and at that a corking act for any house. 
Working before an inyenious drop, the 
girl and two boys dish out a sprightly 
conglomeration of tough-guy patter, 
stepping and warblivg. The blond girl is 
@ gem of an all-round artiste. She’s 
got plenty of It, Those and Them. Her 
roughneck partner is a good feeder and 
the boy who plays the part of the gruff 
neighborhood cop looks and acts his role 
to perfection. The juvenile couple do 
well by a Bowery adagio and the copper 
gets a crack at a stepping bit and comes 
off with laurels. They almost stopped, 
when caught. 


Lancaster and Melino, the iatter suc- 
ceeding Leeming, in a hilarious affair, 
The Screen Test, were the smash of the 
show. Lancaster, in straight as a movie 
director, puts his nut partner thru the 
burlesqued routine of a screen trial and 
both emerge with flying colors. Act is 
about the same as when the old team 
did it, except that Melino brings to his 
part several corking hits all his own. 

Creole Ramblers, singing and stepping 
flash peopled by a dusky troupe com- 
prising 10 girls and three boys, closed 
the show with plenty of typical Afro- 
American speed and noisemaking. There 
is am ensemble of eight darktown belles 
who are led in about five numbers by 
the two leading fems. A boy stepping 
team and a fast stepping unattached 
lad, in inky blackfacé, make up the re- 
mainder of the contingent. This act will 
make the grade with a bit of brisk 
polishing here and there. It’s dressed 
and mounted okay.

Mechanical Rabbit Patents 
Consolidated Into One Group 


A consolidation of all the patentees 
owning mechanical rabbits used on 
greyhound racing tracks in this country 
has just been effected following a meet- 
ing of the inventors and lessees at Chi- 
cago early in the week, according to an 
announcement made yesterday by Doug- 
las G. Hertz, president of the American 
Greyhound Racing Association, which is 
conducting the meeting at Dongan 
Hills, Staten Island. 

The new arrangement whereby the 
owners of the rabbit patents have 
banded together In one company prac- 
tically throws the entire control of the 
sport into the hands of the American 
Greyhound Racing Association, as it 
now controls all but one mechanical 
hare. This one not so controlled is used 
on several tracks, but it is so pro- 
hibitively expensive to construct and re- 
quires sO many months for installation 
that it is mot a practical mechanical 
affair and track owners and operators 
thruout the country have foufd use of 
other rabbits to be the only solution 
of the problem of substituting a me- 
chanical rabbit for a live one in con- 
formance with the dictates of the vari- 
cous humane societies thruout the 
United States. 

For many years owners of the 
patents on the rabbits have leased their 
rights to various racing associations on 
a yearly basis, dealing direct with the 
owners. Due to the fact that many in- 
fringements have resulted from this 
loose method of dealing, the owners at 
last decided, after several months of 
thought on the subject, to band to- 
gether for mutual protection. 

Under the new consolidation plans 
all leases will be made thru the Ameri- 
man Greyhound Racing Association. 
The body will aisc maintain a legal 
bureau to keep in touch with the rab- 
bits being used and to prosecute where 
infringements on patent rights occur. 

Anthony Spiro, Chicago business man 
and greyhound owner, who is the in- 
ventor of more than half a dozen me- 
chanical devices and who alone controls 
as many others, has been selected by 
the patentecs as their representative on 
the Board of Patent Controls of the 
American Greyhound Racing Associa- 
tion. It is one of his mechanical devices 
which is being used at the Dongan Hills 
meeting and from which s0 much success 
is being derived.
